Resolved, that the continuance of 
the existing volume of United States 
treasury notes, with their legal tender 
preserved and the maintenance of 
their equivalency in value with coin, 
is 
demanded ' by the 
present 
necessities of trade, commerce and in- 
dustry, and that the full restoration 
of silver coinage to an equality with 
gold is necessary to secure to the peo- 
ple of the United States a sufficient 
and permanent supply of money to 
maintain our national 
prosperity. 


After a short executive session, Mr. 
Morgan introduced a joint resolution 
providing that within sixty days after 
its enactment, all lands granted to aid 
in the construction of railroad and 
telegraphic lines which have failed to 
comply with the requirements of their 
charter .shall revert to the United 
States.

HOUSE.

B.—This remark is not designed as a 
compliment to the publishing houses 
of New York or Boston, but to those 
a great deal farther east) Each stan- 
za of the poem is introduced by a 
beautifully illuminated letter, and 
these are so arranged as to follow each 
other according to a regular and in- 
geniously prearranged system. Thus 
begins with the first stanza, these let- 
ters run A. li, C. D. ete., etc. 


The poem is profusely annotated by 


a ;jndicious but poetically apprecia- 
tive hand, though whether this labor 
of love is the work of Superintendent 


Andrews or Freight Agent Oaboree 
doea not aa yst appear. Suffice it to 
say these notes do excellent service in 
bringing out the beauties and finer 
passages as well aa in throwing light 
on the more obscure ones; the only 
criticism to be offered in this connec- 
tion is that the writer of them is al- 
most too much given to moralizing.

THE KESULT IN MAINE. 


As announced in yesterday's SEN- 
TINEL, the canvass of the votes cast 
at the recent election in Maine has 
"been completed, and the result, as cer- 
tified by the'canvassing board, is a 
iiisionist majority in each house of 
the legislature. It is asserted that the 
canvassing board has acted in strict 
accordance with the manâaiory pro- 
•visions of the constitution and the 
laws; that the same rules have been 
applied 
to democrats, 
greenback- 
ers 
and republicans 
alike, and 
that 
democrats 
have 
been 
excluded as well as republicans by 
the operation of these rules. 


We have no doubt that this is so, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
chief justice of the supreme court of 
Maine—a stalwart republican—when 
asked to issue a writ restraining the 
canvassing board from proceeding iu 
the manner in which it began, de- 
cided that the board was acting in 
strict accordance with Jaw, iind he 
haé no right to interfere. 


Neither have we any doubt that the 
xepublicans in Maine secured their 
apparent majority by wholesale bribery 
and corruption and a general resort to 
intimidation and bulldozing. 
On a 
free, fair and full vote, neither party 
has a majority in Maine, b u t tbe dem- 
ocrats a n d greenbaekers 
combined 
largely 
o u t n u m b e r t h e republicans. 


But granting all these things, w^e 
cannot approve the cause of ¡the can- 
vassing board of Maine. The SENTI- 
NEL did not endorse tbe action of the 
infamous acoundreis of the southern 
returning boards in assuming "judicial 
functions" and upon the flim- 
Biest 
possible 
pretexts 
counting 
out 
large 
democratic 
majorities. 
We cannot tolerate any apparent 
imi tation of these methods by demo- 
crats. 
We do not believe in splitting 
hairs on technicalities for the pur- 
pose of gaining a temporary political 
advantage. In Maine the democrats 
-would have done far better to forego 
their rights, to submit to injustice 
and wrong, to allow the returns to 
stand as indicated on their face, 
rather than to put the republicans in 
the attitude, false though it be, of 
being the victims of an unfair count. 
The radicals are pretty well cleaned 
out of political capital and they teill 
undoubtedly make the most of this. 


In New York state there is no doubt 
that CLABKSON 
POTTER and other 
candidates on the democratic state 
ticket were elected, but the returns, 
on their face, as doctored by tbe local 
IxMurds, showed the election of the re- 
publican candidates, and the dem- 
ocratic canvassing board declined to 
«zeroise "judicial functions" and cer- 
tify P O T T K B ' S election. 


There is grave danger that our elec- 
tions may cease to mean free votes 
honestly coiinted,^ and when they do, 
fre are ready for the Man on 
Horseback.

Joseph Wright, of Greensburg, bar 
keeper for Link & Dannacher, saloon- 
ists, was arrested Monday on the 
charge of forgery. 


Amelia Specht, aged twelve years, 
of Terre Haute, was terribly burned 
Monday. Her clothes caught fire from 
a grate and she was badly burned 
about the body, hands and lower 
limbs. 


A man giving the name of William 
Hedges while crossing the 1. P. &. C. 
R. R. at a crossing below New 
Britain, was struck by the locomotive 
Monday, and received a brokeu leg 
and internal injuries. 


A little daughter of Henry Strange, 
living in the county tenant-house, 
near Washington, was playing near the 
fire the other day, when her clothing 
caught fire, and she was burned so 
badly that she died in a few hours. 


After a three days' trial, the case of 
Arthur Harness, charged with assault 
with intent to murder Michael Mc- 
Mahon, was given to the jury at La- 
porte Monday. 
After being out ten 
hours they returtied a verdict of ac- 
quittal. 


Monday evening, Walt^er 
Oollins, 
aged eighteen, and his brother Sddie, 
aged ten, living about four miles above 
Vincennes, were killed by a tree which 
they had cut down falling on tbvm. 
One of them died instantly and the 
other in a few minutes. 


Elizabeth Knight, of Newport, died 
Sunday, of chronic dyspepsia. She 
had not eaten any thing for forty-six 
days. Life was sustained by thé in- 
jection of gruel. The physicians say 
this is the second most remarkable 
case on record. She was forty years 
old. 


James Dodd, of Terra Haute, aged 
twelve, was drowned in a clay pit, 
south of that place, last Monday.

Advices from Lima, November 25th.

called San Francisco. 
The allied Pe- 
ruvians and Bolivians under Beunda, 
numbering about 12,000, attacking 
the invading army of Chilians in a 
strongly intrenched position. The 
allies were defeated with a loss of 
3,000. The Chilian frigate Blanco 
Escanado defeated the Peruvian gun- 
boat Peloowayo, and the outlook for 
the Peruvians is anything but favor- 
able.

A stage driven by J. A. Duyer was 
overturned by a sharp wind in Boul- 
der Canyon, near Denver, Col., Tues- 
day, and fell down an embankment 
seventy feet, Duyer receiving injuries 
which resulted fatally. 


Conductor Napier, while running 
over the top of the car to register at 
Memphis Junction, Tuesday, fell be- 
neath, the cars passed over his left 
leg below the knee, mangling it fear- 
fully. A physician was called to am- 
putate the leg. 
While awaiting this 
operation Napier drew a pistol from 
his pocket, placed it to his head and 
attempted to fire, but was prevented 
by an attendant. 


Dr. Charles A. Smith was arrested 
at St. Louis Tuesday, charged with 
producing 'an abortion oU a servant 
girl named Ellen Singer. 
The arrest 
was made on the confession of the 
girl, and Smith will probably be held 
on the charge of manslaughter. The 
girl's statement also designates a well 
known lawyer, holding a high posi- 
tion at the bar, and a married man, as 
the father of the child.

Stokely and other officials entered the 
car and formally welcomed Gen. Grant 
to the city. The carriage containing 
Gen. Grant was driven rapidly into 
Broad street, and the city troops, 
mounted, for;»ed a personal escort. 


THE PROCESSION 


started on time, 10:30, United States 
troops occupying the right of the line. 
In a carriage with Gen. Grant was 
Mayor Stokely, and as they appeared 
cheer after cheer went up from the 
throng of people who filled the side- 
walks all along the line of march, 
while ladies waved their handkerchiefs. 
As the general passed each division, 
"Hail to the Chief" was played. When 
the head i)f the line reached Oxford 
street, fifteen minutes' loss was oc- 
casioned by the Grand Army, who 
occupied Broad street. The band, 
stationed a few yards behind Gen. 
Grant, here played "Home, Sweet 
Home," 


F E A T U R E S O F T H E S H O W . 


The surviving soldiersof the war of 
1812 were a marked feature of the 
parade. The textile manufacturers 
and various industrial crafts of the 
city were strongly represented, while 
the political organization had 4,000 
men in line. Amongst the shipbuild- 
ers were 1,000 from tbe shipyards of 
John Roach at Rochester, Pa. The 
chief feature of this display was a 
miniature of the steamer City of 
Tokio, which was the exact model of 
its namesake, in which Gen. Grant 
sailed from China to San Francisco. 
The steamer was thirty five feet long, 
four feet beam, and masts twenty feet. 
It was on a car drawn by six horses 
in the procession. 


In the ranks of the government 
employes was a press from which were 
turned out along the route bronze med- 
als as souvenirs of the event. 


In the evening Gen. and Mrs. Grant 
dined at the residence of George W. 
Childs with a party of old friends. 
After dinner there was an Informal 
reception in honor of the general, at- 
tended by some 300 guests, among 
them Postmaster General Key, ex- 
Minister Baker, ex-Gov. John F. 
Hartranft, .1. W. Simonton. George 
.Tones, of the New York Times; ex- 
Vice President Colfax, Franklin B. 
Gowan, A. J. Drexel, Col. J. W. For- 
ney, Clayton 
McMichael, 
Mayor 
Stokeley, Secretary of War Ramsey, 
Hugh Hastings, John H, Hoar and a 
number of other well known men. 


About 8:30 Gen. Grant was sere- 
naded by J. McClurg's band and by 
the Sth Maryland regiment, which 
accompanies Post Moore, Grand Army 
Republic. 
At 10 o'clock Gen. Grant 
left Mr. Child's house, and visited 
the Academy of Fine Arts, where a 
reception was held, and at its conclu- 
sion he retired and was escorted to the 
hotel.

Toledo is nothing if not sensational. 
She has more booms and a greaaer 
variety of them than any city of her 
size in the I'^nited States. 
Yesterday 
she developed a position as u pivotal 
point of a new railway 
combination, 
to-day she blossoms forth with a new 
poet whose glowing stanzas thrill the 
very 
soul 
with 
their fervor a n d 
beauty, and sweetly titillate tbe ear 
with a carefully chosen assortment of 
first-class rhymes. As is not unfre- 
quently the case, the new writer is 
evidently one of those who seek 
in gentle alliance with the mu&e a nar- 
row respite from the cares of business 
life. William Morris, the dainty Eng- 
lish poet, is decorater and house fur- 
nisher on week days, while he picks 
up the poet's pen on nights and Sun- 
days. Edmund C. Stedman, whose 
poems and critiques are known to 
every lover of American literature, is 
a member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, in good and regular standing, 
and mingles daily with the bulls and 
bears, who make such sad work with 
the "lambs" from the country. And 
now H. C. Townsend—ourown Town- 
send—has found time amid all the dis- 
tracting cares of official life, the fight- 
ing of scalpers and circumventing of 
deadheads, to reach a friendly hand to 
the mue>e, and beguile her into a cor- 
dial and unreserved interview. 


Mr. Townsend's new poem, which 
bursts like a meteor on the literary 
world, is entitled "The Wabash," and 
treats mainly of the railway of that 
name, and not of the river which was 
named after it. The work bears the 
imprint of a Chicago house, and in 
typographical execution has an eastern 
gorgeousness of form and color. (N. 
B.—This remark is not designed as a 
compliment to the publishing houses 
of New York or B^ton, but to those 
a great deal farther east.) Each stan- 
za of the poem is introduced by a 
beautifully illuminated letter, and 
these are so arranged as to follow each 
other according to a regular and in- 
geniously prearranged system. Thus 
begins with the first stanza, these let- 
ters run A. B. C. D. etc., etc. 


The poem is profusely annotated by 
a *jndicious but poetically apprecia- 
tive hand, though whether this labor 
of love is the Work of Superintendent 


Andrews or FrelghiKAgent Osborne 
does not as yet appear. Safflee it to 
sa^ thefM) notes do excellent service in 
bringing out the brauties and finer 
passages as well as in throwing light 
on the more obscure ones; tha only 
criticism to be offered in this connec- 
tion is that the writer of them ia al- 
most too much given to moralizing. 
But this, however, is a fault that will 
be readily overlooked. 


We should much like to quote a few 
specimen stanzas from the new poeffi, 
but the whole work is so interwoven 
that it is almost impossible. And jet 
here are a few extracts which will be 
found particularly fine, and w e leave 
it to the reader's imagination to sup- 
ply the context. 
A Is for agents of various kinds.

A little over a month ago the 
writer found himself confronted with

being inclement the station-house alone 
remained, 
and accordingly 
thither 
the writer wended his way; was cour- 
teously 
received and 
placed in a 
room altogether superior in its ap- 
pointments to that in which his first 
n i ^ t in the city had been passed. 


This 
latter 
experience, however, 
made Chicago obnoxious, and accord- 
ingly the journey eastward was re- 
sumed. 


Of the hardships incurred in the 
prosecution of this later journey noth- 
ing will be said herein because the 
writer is one i f those that take stock 
in the aphorism—the darkest hour is 
the hour before dawn. 


Sufficient has been accomplished if 
an idea of the. difficulties incidental 
to tramping has been conveyed, for 
the especial benefit 
of 
ambitions 
youQg men who do not properly ap- 
preciate their homes.

short line from the Wabash at Fort 
Wayne to this city. The former road 
is 100 miles long; the latter 61 miles. 
By combining them at Banker?, the 
western terminus 
of the Detroit, 


Hillsdale and 'Southwestern, and con-; 
necting with tho Eel Eiver at Auburn 
Junction, a line would be formed 
complete from Tpsilanti to Auburn, 
109 miles. .The building of 30 Smiles 
from Ypsilanti to Detroit, would 
niake a line of 130 miles, or about 15 
miles less than by way of . Toledo. 
Last summer General Manager Hop- 
kins, of the Wabash, made an offer to 
buy one of the tracks between thiseity 
and Tole'do, but Mr. Vnnderbilt refus- 
ed to sell. A traffic arrangement was 
then perfected, which arrangement is 
still in existence. It was not exactly 
what the Wabash people wanted last 
summer, although it may be perfectly 
satisfactory to them now. The Fort. 
Wayne, Jackson and Saginaw road 
will bo sold-by the bondholders under 
•an. .amicable arrangement, in a few 
days. "Tlie Detroit, Hillsdalo and 
Southwestern stock is in about as 
good condition for a "boom" as some 
of the stocks of the Southwestern 
roads, which not long ago made ex- 
traordinary advances from insignifi- 
cant figures.

The Detroit F/re Press says: The 
attention of Jay Gould, who ^eems to 
be buying from one to five railroads 
a day, is respectfully invited to the 
bargain that avs'aits him, if he speaks 
quick, in the Fort AVayne, Jackfon 
and Saginaw and Detroit, Hillsdale 
and Southwestern 
Railroads. By 
combining the two he could make a 
short line from the Wabash at Fort 
Wayne to this city. 
The former road 
is 100 miles long; the latter 61 miles. 
By combining them at Banker®, the 
western terminus of the Detroit, 
Hillsdale and Southwestern, and con- 
necting with the Eel River at Auburn 
Junction, a line would be formed 
complete from Ypsilanti to Auburn, 
109 miles. 
The building of 30 miles 
from Ypsilanti to Detroit, would 
make a line of 130 miles, or about 15 
miles less than by way of Toledo. 
East summer General Manager Hop 
kins, of the Wabash, made an ofier to 
buy one of tlie tracks between this city 
and Toledo, but Mr. Vanderbilt refus- 
ed to sell. 
A traffic arrangement was 
then perfected, which arrangement is i 
still in existence. 
It was not exactly 
what the Wabash people wanted last 
summer, although it may be perfectly 
satisfactory to them now. 
The Fort 
Wayne, Jackson and Saginaw road 
will be sold by the bondholders under 
an amicable arrangement in a few j 
days. 
THe Detroit, Hillsdale and ! 
Southwestern stock is in about as j 
good condition for a "boom" as some 
of the stocks of the Southwestern 
roads, which not long ago made ex- 
traordinary advances from insignifi- 
cant figures. By buying the two, Mr. 
Gould can cheaply form a line of his 
own to Detroit, if he wishes. Our 
people would prefer a more direct 
route, by way of Adrian, but will be 
content with the Hillsdale line, if so 
controlled as to be managed in the in- 
terests of Detroit and as part of the 
Wabash system. 
It is a good time 
now to form a syndicate for the pur- 
po.se of securing such a connection 
with the Wabash system.
